This forenoon late County Al- 
ioini'.\ I'liigene Graves Issued sum- 
mons for the aeveral witneaaea to the 
shooting to appear at the elty hall 
and anawer queatlona. 

Mr. J. B. OUbert, the bookkeeper, 
waa the Urat witneea to be examined. 
He waa excited this morning when 
interviewed by nporiiis liiit had 
quieted down considcratilv when the 
attorney got hold of him. Ills state- 
ment sworn lo before the county at- 
torney according to .\ttomey 
Oravea ia. aubatanttally as followa: 

"I waa working at my deak whieh 
la located near the weat wall of the 
rear room in the anit of oMeee. When 
Mr. Loving raturaed after he left 
on Rose's arrival. I noticed hta hand 

was held slifflv at his side. I did 
not see what h,. Ii.'ul, and lu fact did 
not Ml' the iiisiiii iiiiiil he ran out in 
the hull aud I took It away (rom 
htm. 

'I apoke to him ealling 'Mr. Lev 
tag.' hut he paid ao atteatloa to me 
and opeaiag the door atarted into 
the room where Blow and Roae were 

talking. 1 saw him raise his right 
arm, but his body being between me 
and whatever he held In the hand, I 
could not see the object. As he en- 
tered the room both Mr. Blow and 
Roee atarted up. Roaa atarted eaattoa 
coraer of the room aad Lovtag tam- 
ed eaat. Blow jumped out and atruck 
at whatever Loving had tn hia hand 
but miaaad, aad ducking uader hia 
arm ran out of the office 

"I he.nd a ^hot and by that time 
had started aiiuind my desk. I was 
liailly frightened und excited and 
ran out InU) the hall about the aama 
time Blow gained the paaaageway. 
Loviag raa out after ua, after flriag 
the other ahot.

rate of seasoning la the diffcren 
months. 

After one year of seasoning tho 

poles are treated to an applleatlon 
of creosote, after which they are be- 
ing placed bet«^een sca-otied and un- 
seasoned poles to ascertain what ad 
ded durability is gained by the treat 
ment. The most satisfactory way ol 
treating them Is to place tba huti 
ends In a bit; vat of creosote whicr 
Is boiled Into them. Only about le; 
feet at the butt end of the (lole i- 
t rested, as It Is not necessary to 
trest the upper part,, It lasting as 
long untreated as the part la tka 
ground lasta when treated. 

The lif.' of a pole Is measured ky 
the life of that part of It within « 
foot above and below the ground 
this U wall treated it will add Krc.i> 
ly to tke leagtk of tke ;ioi-s The 
experimeat Maalf will not only be val- 
uable In relation to Ulegrapk poles, 
but to every farmer who ut*a wooden 
poles in the construction of fences 

and OUtbuildiiiKH If it shall prov. 
successful it will go a lon« way to 
ward furthering the objects of the 
Forest Rerviee ht oavlns- the forests 

from depletion.
